It was stated by the City 
Council that, it was felt that 
they could not longer run the 
Woman’s Clubhoiise, as it 
was being a detriment and 
financial loss to them, and 
that they must sell it and 
possibly the lot adjoining 
same, and that according to 
a certain contract or lease 
agreement with the Wo¬ 
man's Club Membership 
they were giving the neces¬ 
sary 90 days notice of their 
intent to so dispose of the 
building. 

’The intent was not to 
literally “kick-out” the Wo¬ 
man’s Club, but to allow 
them to remain on a month- 
to-month basis until such 
time as the .new owners took 
over.

In a little sermon on “economies,” Mr. Bill Walkins 
of the ESCO Corporation of Portland, Oregon, said a 
mouthful on the facts of life in a brochure issued by the 
company. Comments Mr. Walkins: “Money is no good for 
anything,” by old man used to say. “You can’t eat it, you 
can't wear it and you can’t drink it.

The old man was talking economics, but if you had 
suggested that to him he might have let you have it 
right in the kisser.

The truth is that an economic subject comes up in 
virtually every conversation wherever people get together.

Economics is how we live, how we work and how we 
exchange the things we produce for the things other 
people produce. The sad part is that many of us discuss 
these things without really knowing what we’ro talking 
about. Talking about money, wages, prices or taxes with¬ 
out a knowledge of some of the economic facts of life is 
like writing a composition without knowing the alphabet.

dependents. In 1940, on the eve of World War II, such a 
worker’s take-homo pay was just under $25 a week. By 
1965 it had climbed impressively to $13 in 1940 purchasing 
power. But here’s the rub: this figure has not advanced 
at all since 1965, despite the big wage increases won 
some unions. Indeed, the Vietnam war, inflation and sky¬ 
rocketing state and local taxes slightly reduced the aver¬ 
age production worker’s purchasing power in the late 
1960’s, oven before the recession set in . . . for all that 
talk of the new leisure society, most of us will have to 
go on working, just about as industriously as we do

From now on the press and public will be able to 
watch as those remarkable new vote counters — the 
computers — do their esoteric job of determining who 
made it into office and what propositions got kicked in 
the teeth. 

At the urging of Secretary of State Edmund G. 
Brown, Jr., the state Voting Machines Commission has 
so ruled, and its new regulation goes into effect Septem¬ 
ber 1. In the meantime local election officials are re¬ 
quired to devise plans satisfactory to the Commission by 
which the public can see the whole vote counting process. 

The mechanics of this public viewing should not 
be too difficult in this age of closed-circuit television. It 
is doubtful, of course, if any of us mere mortals will 
know what in, or out of, the world the computers are 
doing, but there will be expert watchers, too. 

There is one area of computer tabulation and elec¬ 
tronic scanning, of course, that remains unsusceptible to 
public scrutiny. Both are an open invitation to the un-- 
scrupuious insider. There is a cliche in the computer busi¬ 
ness: “Garbage in, garbage out,” which translates into 
the simple statement that whatever you program a com¬ 
puter to do it will do. State Secretary Brown and the 
Commission are totally aware of this, and we can be 
sure we won’t be the only ones watching the new-fangled 
vote count, as well as all the other mechanics of recording

His argument went some¬ 
thing like this: "We both 
know that Humphrey is a 
very liberal Democrat. If he 
were President, all Republi¬ 
cans, even those who call 
themselves m oderates, 
would keep a close eye on 
everything he did and gen¬ 
erally oppose h.is stands. 
However, if Nixon is elected, 
entirely too many Roipubli- 
cans will go back to their 
ball games, beer, and tele¬ 
vision, because they will 
feel that with a Republican 
President there is .nothi.ng 
to worry about — their 
country will be saved.

Accounts of the 
benefits of the golden seal 
were handed down from 
generation to generation, 
mo.stly by word of mouth, 
from the Indian remedies. 
The Indians used it for 
strong tea for indigestion, 
low fevers, and for case.s of 
'general weakness. Hydras¬ 
tis, the product of the gold¬ 
en seal root was declar^ an 
official drug In the pharm¬ 
acopoeia of this country in 
1860, and a great demand 
was created through its .new 
uses. 

In modern times golden 
seal has become quite use¬ 
ful to the botanic industry 
in modem preparations for 
the eyes, such as eye drops 
and eye washes. It is also 
used for morning sickne.ss, 
sore mouth, and eyes, ex- 
cema, indigestion a,nd ca¬ 
tarrh. 

The golden rod is almost 
a twin to the golden seal 
plant. Golden rod is a valki- 
able kidney and bladder 
remedy the flowers and tops 
being used. It is also used 
as an antiseptic. 

This plant is often called 
Aaron’s Rod, Woundwort, 
Goldruthe, a n d Farewell 
Summer. It has long been 
famous for healing wou.nds 
when used externally and, 
as an infusion, when taken 
Internally. It has diuretic 
propeties and a reputatio,n 
for dis.solvi.r.g kidney sto.nes 
and ulcer pains. The an¬ 
cients u.sed it for these pur¬ 
poses. In modern' times it 
has become an astringant 
and it is .said that is is 
.sometimes used for ulcers 
and as a spray for diph¬ 
theria. 

'The golden rofl belongs to 
the thi.stle family. For a 
long time it was believed 
it was a cause of hayfever, 
but experiments with its 
pollen have proven tliis is 
wrong. 

Golden rod is a perennial 
lierb witli several species, of 
which many are native to 
North America. It wa.s ori¬ 
ginally discovered in arv- 
cient days In the Middle 
Kast. Golden rod has anise- 
sce.nted leaves which are 
used to make a.n herb tea. 
Traditionally, it sprouted 


from Aaron’s rod when he 
threw his staff upon the 
ground' before the Pharaoh 
to demonstrate his magic. 

Many of the strange and 
curious herbs an'd plants 
that were used in ancient 
times have been .neglected 
by modern research. 

Eglatlne, known as Dog- 
Rose, or Sweet Briar, is one 
of these plants. This plant, 
a part of the rose family is 
native to Europe. It has 
been' widely cultivated in 
the United States for herbal 
uses. 

The rosebuds ripen into a 
fruit called hips. The seeds 
are taken from the hips, 
dried, and a tea is made 
from them. The hip tea is 
good for purifying the kid- 
,neys and bladder. 

Cloves, which we are all 
familiar with, are the dried' 
flower buds of clove tree. It 
is nativ'e to the Spice Is¬ 
lands, but is now cultivated 
In Sumatra, the Ea.st'and 
West Indies, Brazil and 
Guinea, 

'The flowers of the clove 
tree are small, but bloom 
in great profusion. The 
leaves, flowers, and bark 
all have an aromatic odor. 
The ripe fruit resembles a 
.small olive. 'The flower buds 
are the principal products 
of the tree. They are gath¬ 
ered and dried by exposure 
to the smoke of wood fires 
or to the .sun’s rays. When 
first gathered they are red- 
di.sh, -but change to a deeper 
hrow.n. 

The oil obtained from the 
clove is used for the bast; of 
m a .r.' y patent medici.ncs. 
Clove is used fo toothache, 
and as an herb for cooking 
and seasoining. 'The oil is 
one of the least expensive 
oils and is used for scenting 
of soaps and dentifrices.

Are You Operating 

Your Business 

Under A Fictitious Name? 

If So You Must 
Re-Register it Nowl 
See News Article Below 


New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles coimty clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
(dd certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
¥*om he is really dealing. Sharp said. M he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
diop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.
